The  title  of  this  page  is  Anciens  petits  amis.  Ancien  resembles  the  English  word  “ancient.”  The 
meanings  of  the  two  words  are  similar.  Ancien  can  be  used  to  mean  “really  old,”  which  is  the 
same  meaning  as  “ancient”  in  English.  It  can  also  mean  “former.”  It  is  in  this  sense  that  it  is 
used  here.  Un  petit  ami  is  an  expression  meaning  “a  boyfriend.”  (Use  une  petite  amie  for  “a 
girlfriend.”)  You  may  also  use  the  simpler  mon  ami(e)  for  “my  boyfriend”  or  “my  girlfriend.” 
Anciens  petits  amis,  therefore,  means  “former  boyfriends”  or  “former  girlfriends.”  Watch  your 
videotape  now  for  the  presentation  of  this  visual.

Noun-Adjective  Agreement 


Look  at  the  spelling  of  pointu  and  compare  it  with  petites.  Notice  grosses  instead  of  gros , 
and  longues  instead  of  longs.  Why  is  there  this  difference  in  spelling?  Because,  in  French, 
adjectives  agree  in  gender  and  number  with  the  nouns  they  modify  or  refer  to.  That  means 
that  just  as  feminine  nouns  require  a different  spelling  from  masculine  ones  and  plural  nouns 
require  a different  spelling  from  singular  ones,  so  also  do  the  adjectives  relating  to  these 
nouns  vary  in  spelling. 

Example: 


un  grand  garçon 
une  grande  fille 
de  grands  garçons 
de  grandes  filles 


(masculine,  singular) 
(feminine,  singular) 
(masculine,  plural) 
(feminine,  plural) 


To  change  the  expression  “a  tall  boy”  to  the  feminine  form,  you  say  “a  tall  girl.”  In  English, 
the  spelling  of  “tall”  does  not  change,  but  in  French  it  does.  Grand  becomes  grande.  Adding 
the  e makes  it  feminine  to  agree  with  fille,  which  is  feminine. 
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To  change  the  expression  “a  tall  boy”  to  the  plural  form,  you  say  “some  tall  boys.”  In 
English,  the  noun  “boy”  will  need  an  5 to  make  it  plural.  The  same  is  tme  in  French. 

Garçon  becomes  garçons.  In  English,  the  adjective  “tall”  remains  the  same,  but  in  French  it 
changes  from  grand  to  grands  to  agree  with  the  noun  garçons,  which  is  plural. 

In  the  case  of  de  grandes  filles  you  must  make  the  changes  to  create  both  the  feminine  form 
and  the  plural  form.

Tu  or  Vous ? - A Reminder 

Tu  is  used  when  speaking  to  a member  of  your  family,  a close  friend,  a younger  person,  or  a 
small  child.  It  is  also  used  when  speaking  to  an  animal. 

Vous  is  a special  pronoun  because  it  can  be  either  singular  or  plural.  In  its  singular  form, 
vous  is  a more  formal  way  of  addressing  someone  who  is  a stranger,  an  acquaintance,  or  an 
older  person.  Vous  is  also  the  plural  form  of  tu  and  is  used  when  speaking  to  more  than  one 
person  at  a time. 

In  other  words,  there  are  two  words  for  the  pronoun  “you”  in  French:  tu  and  vous. 
Whenever  you  can  use  a first  name  like  Paul,  Oncle  Henri,  Maman,  or  Marie-Claire,  use  tu. 
Whenever  you  can  use  a title  like  M.  Brown,  Mme  la  directrice,  monsieur,  mademoiselle,  or 
madame,  use  vous.  Always  use  vous  when  there  is  more  than  one  person.

Giving  Advice  or  Commands 

To  give  advice  or  commands  in  French,  use  a special  form  of  the  verb  called  the  imperative 
form.  You  used  this  form  all  through  the  previous  section  as  you  learned  to  give  orders.

The  imperative  form  has  only  three  variations: 

• the  tu  form,  used  when  addressing  one  person  informally 

• the  vous  form,  used  when  addressing  one  person  formally  or  a group  of  people  in  the 
plural  sense 

• the  nous  form,  used  when  including  yourself  in  the  group  receiving  the  order  (Let’s...) 
The  imperative  is  formed  from  the  present  tense.

Notice  particularly  the  last  expression;  it  deals  with  saying  a person’s  age.  Always  use  the 
verb  avoir  and  the  word  ans  when  referring  to  age  in  years.  In  English  you  say  “I  am  15 
years  old”;  in  French  you  say,  « J'ai  15  ans  » (“I  have  15  years”).

Diversity/Diversâté 

Plus  ça  change,  plus  c ’ est  pareil.  The  more  things  change,  the  more  they  are  the  same.  This  is 
true  in  many  areas.  People  want  to  be  different,  but  they  often  follow  the  same  fashion  fads,  go 
to  the  same  movies,  use  the  same  “in”  expressions,  and  buy  the  same  cars.  What  makes  people 
do  this?  Does  advertising  have  an  effect  on  what  drinks  you  buy  or  what  hairdo  you  like? 

On  pages  219  to  221  of  your  text,  there  are  a few  pages  showing  the  same  ads  as  they  appear  in 
different  areas  of  Canada.  Look  at  them  carefully.  Do  they  say  exactly  the  same  thing?  Are 
they  giving  the  same  message?  Why  do  companies  “adjust”  their  advertising  like  this?  Does 
this  indicate  a cultural  difference  within  our  country?  Do  people  from  eastern  Canada  respond 
differently  to  advertising  than  those  from  western  Canada?
